Total Sent to Congress by 
Bureau Is Down to 
$39,935,622. 


STREET AND SCHOOL 
PROGRAMS ARE HIT 


Firemen Get More Than Last 
Year and Policemen Less; 
Fiscal Plan Unchanged. 


A sum nearly $1,000,000 below that 
Which will be spent in the current fis- 
cal year of 1929 is recommended for 
the District of Columbia for the fiscal 
year of 1930 in the estimates submitted 
to Congress yesterday by the Bureau of 
the Budget. 

The total asked to run the local gov- 
ernment for the next fiscal year, be- 
ginning July 1, is $39,935,622, which Is 
$993,715 less than will be expended 
this year. 

The amount asked for the public 
schools—89 ,683 ,580—constitutes about 
a fourth of the total budget, and is 
$144,970 more than was appropriated 
for schools this year. Several important 
building projects, including a start on 
a new Business High School, are recom- 
mended. 

Although the total 
schools was an increase 
rent year, the amount asked by the 
school authoriti->;. for buildings and 
grounds was slashed from $3,715,300 to 
$1,960,000, the smallest sum allowed 
five-year building program 
authorized.

Stret Repair Reductions. 


The amount urged for street repair 
work is $3,662,400, which is $416,060 
less than the amount appropriated for 
the current fiscal year for this pur- 
pose. The sharp reduction is account- 
ed for by the absence of any street 
widening projects for 1930. 

The budget for the Police Depart- 
ment also is cut. The sum asked for 
1930 is $3,129,190, as against $3,141,540 
fo. the current year. The Fire Depart- 
ment gets more this year—$2,209,140, 
as against $2,130,015 for 1929. 


Holds to Lump Sum. 


Again it is provided that the Federal 
Government shall pay a lump sum of 
$9,000,000 as its share of the cost of 
running the District government. This 
represents a little over 25 per cent of 
the total, which means that the local 
taxpayers will have to shoulder the re- 
mainder. 

Up until a few years ago the Federal 
Government gave 40 per cent and the 
District government 60 per cent, and 
before that the ratio was 50-50. 

A determined effort is to be made at 
this short session to lay the ground- 
work for a more «quitable fiscal rela- 
tionship between the Federal and Dis- 
trict governments, and it is hoped a 
study of the question made by the 
Bureau of Efficiency will @erve as a 
basis for it. 

Estimates Are Cut, 


The amount the District Commission- 
ers hoped to get for the city this time 
was far in excess of what was recom- 
mended by the Budget Bureau yester- 
day. Last summer, however, the Bud- 
get Bureau warned the Commissioners 
that they would have to prune down 
their estimates to $39,962,000 or less, 
which 1s $27,000 more than the budget 
recommended yesterday. 

The local budget will now go to the 
District subcommittee of the House ap- 
propriations committee, which will hold 
hearings, make changes, and then whip 
the estimates into the form of a regular 
appropriation bill. 

The largest estimate for the public 
school system in the 1930 budget is 
$300,000 to start work on a new Busi- 
ness High School on land now owned 
by the District at Thirteenth and Up- 
shur streets northwest. The new school 
will cost $1,500,000, and when it is com- 
picted the old building will be used as 
an elementary school for colored pupils. 

Other important construction items, 
together with the amounts asked, fol- 
low: 

For completion of the construction of 
the E. A. Paul Junior High School in 
Brightwood, $250,000; for the comple- 
tion of the construction of an ele- 
mentary school building, including a 
combination gymnasium and assembly 
hall, on a site already purchased at 
Nineteenth street and Columbia road, 
to replace the Force, Adams and Mor- 
gan schools, $250,000; for the erection 
of a junior high school building to be 
purchased for that purpose in the vi- 
cinity of the Kingsman School, in ac- 
cordance with the plans of the Mac- 
farland Junior High School, at an ulti- 
mate cost of a half million dollars, 
$200,000.

Hamper Enforcement, Doran Tells House Committee. 
$300,000,000 Needed Annually for Effective Con- 
trol, He Adds—Praises Maj. Hesse. 


There are 10,000 persons in Wash- 
ington who have a certain diplomatic 
status and can therefore take liquor 
around unmolested, Dr. James M. 
Doran, the prohibition commissioner, 
told the House appropriations com- 
mittee, according to a copy of the 
hearing made public yesterday. 

The presence of these persons, Doran 
told the committee, is one of the 
things that makes prohibition en- 
forcement here difficult. Although 
members of the committee were in- 
clined to be critical, Doran defended 
Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of 
police. 

“I suppose, said Representative 
Byrns, of Tennessee, “you saw in the 
paper several days ago~ . think it was 
last Sunday—that article where they 
gave pictures of the locations where 
there are open saloons and bars run- 
ning in the rear of buildings. I think 
it might be well to get the chief of 
police interested in cases of that sort.” 

“I think that Maj. Hesse has done 
what he could,” replied Doran. 

“With things like this in Washing- 
ton at the present time?” remarked 


“He is doing very good work,” Doran 


went on. “He has only a very limited 


fund for the purchase of evidence. I 


know he has called that to my atten- 
tion several times. My judgment is 
that the Police Department of Wash- 
ington is doing pretty well on the job. 
However, I will say that the District 
of Columbia courts are, as a rule, 
pretty crowded, and it is not very easy 
to get a prompt trial of a liquor of- 
fender in the District of Columbia, 
especially second and third offenders, 
where jail sentences may be involved.” 

“But you know there are a number 
of public places where you can see bot- 
tles of liquor shown around?” put 
in Representative Hardy, of Colorado. 

Doran suggested that the bottles con- 
tained nonalcoholic beverages, and he 
then told about the 10,000 persons 
connected with embassies and lega- 
tions. 

“Can they take it around the street 
unmolested?” asked Hardy. 

“On their person,”’ Doran replied. 

“And carry the bottles right out in 
public?”

He 
cited that through’ aviation quick travel 
had been brought about between the 
‘capitals of the nations c* the two con- 
tinents. 

In the days of the early settlement of 
the Western world, he added, it would 
have requited three months to travel 
from Washington to Lima, while “by 
air we should be able to ‘ravel the dis- 
tance in less than two days.” 

“Every expansion in transmission ol 
intelligence and in daily contacts of our 
peoples,” Mr. Hoover continued, “adds 


to that precious growth of ur“ erstard- 
ing and mutual respect which makes 


for mutual interest and good will. I 
should be proud indeed, if I might con- 
tribute to the furtherance of so great 
a development.” 

“This, new tool im world progress,” 
the President-elect sald, “referring to 
aviation, “is significant of our times. 
It, with many others brings to us new 
problems in government, but the great 
purpose of government in free peoples 
remains the same. That is to main- 
tain that justice,. that ordered liberty 
which gives security to life, security 
to the home and security to individ- 
uals’ accimplishments.”’ 

Expressing his pleasure and gratitude 
over his reception by President Legula 
and the Peruvian government, Mr. 
Hoover deciared that it was “an es- 
pecial delight for me to visit” Lima, 
one of the first settlements on the 
Western Hemisphere which has for 
more than four centuries been “a

Prisoner Armed to Shoot 


Judge, Dies in Court hight 


“You Won't Live Long,” 


Pal Had Promised Jurist. 


Gun Falls in Hall, Foiling Plan—Two Guards Are 
Wounded Before Man Facing Life Is Slain. 


New York, Dec. 5 (A.P.).—A spec- 
tacular scheme of a notorious gangster 
to make good in the courtroom a death 
threat of a pal against the judge who 
had convicted them ended today in 
the killing of Sigmund (Whitey) Weiss, 
jewel robber, and the wounding of two 
guards in the criminal courts building, 

Murray Fershing, the pal, went to 
Sing Sing last June for 20 years after 
telling Judge Donnellan “You won't 
live much longer.” This morning while 
Weiss was being taken to court for 
proceedings instituted to send him to 
prison for life as a fourth offender a 
revolver dropped from a leg of his 
trousers and he was forced to turn 
what police regarded as a plen to kill 
the judge into a fatal effort to escape. 

With the weapon, presumably smug- 
gled to him, Weiss had put guards out 
of combat in a corridor of the build- 
ing, when his gun jammed and he be- 
came the target in a sprawling group 
for two well-aimed bullets from the 
pistol of John Doyle, captain of the 
Criminal Courts Building attendants. 
He died instantly. 

Five months ago Fershing had stood 
in the same courtroom, and after he- 
ing sentenced shouted to Judge Don- 
nellan: “I thank you from the bottom 


of my heart, You won't live much 
longer.” 


On the way to Stng Sing later Fersh- 


ing was quoted by detectives as saying:> 


“Weiss will get Judge Donnellan. I 
would have got: him if I could.” 

Leon Karistrand and Alfred Williams, 
the guards, were taking Weiss hand- 
cuffed along the corridor when the 
prisoner stumbled’ and the gun fell, 
The three men grappled and fell in a 
heap. But Weiss regained possession 
of the revolver. He aimerl at Karl- 
strand’s head, but the attendant with 
a frantic lurch escaped with a searing 
wound on the forehead. Williams an 
instant later was hit in the hand, and 
@ third bullet went wild. 

Doyle, atracted from the courtrgom 
by the shots, ran. into the corridor to 
find himsel* facing Weiss’ leveled pistol. 
The gun jammed and Doyle, singling 
our Weiss from the other two men, 
fired twice, One builet hit the pris- 
oner in the chin and another in the 
back, plowing through the heart. 

Had Weiss lived he would have closed 
a criminal record of 14 years as a Sing 
Sing lifer. His conviction with Fersh- 
ing for a $*.000 robbery of a lower East 
Side jewelry store last March 6 marked 
his fourth conviction for a felony.

A dense, cough-provoking fog settled 
over Buckingham Palace shortly after 
the night bulletin was issued, adding 
to the depressing atmosphere. Special 
apparatus was installed in the king’ 
bed chamber to remove the dampness 
from the atmosphere, it was said by a 
reliable authority. The apparatus in- 
cluded a number of artificial sunlight 
lamps. 

The bed chamber also has double 
windows to prevent entry of the fog. 

Several hundred persons continued 
their vigil at the palace gates after 1 
a.m. Newcomers lit matches to read 
the bulletin as they stood beneath the 
dim shadows of the palace. 

Nation Is Warned. 

Sir Willlam Joynson-Hicks, home sec- 
retary, in a speech last night, said he 
had been informed by telephone from 
the palace that the king’s pleurisy af- 
fection continued. He warned the na- 
tion not to attempt to’ conceal the 
great anxiety felt for King George. 

A spokesman at Buckingham Palace. 
Said the king’s condition was “un- 
changed” at 2 a. m 

The night bulletin said: 

“Though the king had a quiet day 
his temperature has risen to a point 
higher than at the same hour last eve- 
ning, showing that recrudescence cf 
the infection is still active.

“OPENED BY HAYDEN 


Senators Opposing Bill Are 
Reassured by Support 
of President. 


HOOVER’S WORDS QUOTED 


By CARLISLE BARGERON., 

The 1928 Boulder Dam fight got un- 
derway yesterday with indications that 
the opposing senators intend to oppose 
if to the last ditch, convinced that if 
they lose then President Coolidge will 
save the day for them. 

Senator Hayden, of Arizona, talked 
on the measure for two hours and a 
half. And after him are to come, 
Ashurst, of the same State, Smoct and 
King, of Utah; Phipps, of Colorado; 
Pittman, of Nevada, and Bratten, of 
New Mexico, all uncompromisingly op- 
posed to the project unless some pro- 
vision is made for the protection of 
the water rights of their States. For 
the bill, Senator Johnson, of California, 
‘S$ almost alone, that is, in far as 
making an aggressive battle for it is 
concerned. 

President Coolidges’ reference to the 
project and his clear restatement of his 
views on the Government entering 
business, in his message to Congress, 
has dispelled any doubt as to what he 
would do with the measure as it is now 
written. 

President-elect Hoover’s attitude was 
brought into yesterday's debate. Sena- 
tor Hayden kept citing Mr. Hoover's 
campaign utterances in support of his 
plea that Arizona’s rights be preserved 
until the California senator urged him 
to desist, finally explaining bluntly that 


he and Mr. Hoover were not in agree- 
ment. 


Johnson Expresses Surprise. 


Hayden quoted Hoover as saying in a 
speech at Grand Canyon, Ariz., last 
August, that he saw no reason why Ari- 
zona should not levy a small tax on 
the power generated at Boulder Dam. 
He wanted to know if Senator Johnson 
would agree to do this. 

Johnson replied emphatically in the 
negative and expressed surprise that 
such a statement had been made by 
Hoover. 

The Arizona senator also taunted 
Johnson with Hoover's purported cam- 
paign assertion that California should 
meet every reasonable demand of the 
other States in the Colorado River 
besin. The Arizona senator’s tactics at 
times suggested the familiar filibuster 
against the bill, but it is understood 
that nothing in that line is contem- 
plated at this session. 

The opposing senators,

would veto the bill that they will not 
be in the desperate mood in which they 
were a year ago. Nevertheless it looks 
as 1f Boulder Dam will be before the 
Senate for many days.

He must know 
that he is making a losing fight. It 
is more than likely that he could sal- 
vage the so-called little dam project out 
of the fight and this would give the 
Imperial Valley and Los Angeles the 
water they need as well as flood pro- 
tection. 


Dam Compromise Made. 


Already he has compromised to the 

extent of making it optional in his bill 
vhether the Government or private in- 

terests should erect the dam, but the 
foar of the waterpower interests is that 
even under this clause municipal own- 
ership and operation would ensue. As 
passed by the House the bill makes 
Government erection of the dam man- 
datory. 

At the outset of the debate yesterday 
the House bill was substituted for the 
Senate bill simply as a parliamentary 
procedure. There are some 90 amend- 
ments pending to the bill. 

In his reference to Boulder Dam in 
his message the President said he would 
favor a measure that safeguarded the 
interests of all concerned. This in 
itself was enough to assure the op- 
ponents of the bill without considering 
the President’s restated views, more 
strongly expressed than heretofore, per- 
haps, against the Government becom- 
ing entangled in business enterprises.

Pan-Americanism emerged from the 


| world war a reality, instead of an ideal, 


President Leguia said today tn his for- 
mal speech of welcome to Mr. Hoover. 
Pan-Americanism, the president said, 
will be the creed of the future, stripped 
of selfish tendencies which might limit 
it, and of any absurd broadening harm- 
ful to its prestige. 

President Leguia spoke glowingly of 
Mr. Hoover’s work in the World War 
period. He expressed the belief that all 
America would benefit from the Presi- 
dent-elect’s South American tour. 

“Nature’s volcanic forces,” he said, 
“which caused the American continent 
to emerge from the bottom of the 
ocean; the strife for the cause of lib- 
erty materializing under the victorious 
flags of Washington and Bolivar: and 
the inherent horror of all conquest 
which inspired Monroe’s challenge to 
Slave-driving powers of the earth, are 
the chief motives of American union. 


Defends Monroe Doctrine. 


“Neither the distrust and jealous sus- 
piclons of those who condemn the 
healthy rigor and exuberant energy of 
youth, nor the clamorous outcry of 
those who would contend with the co- 
lossus of the North for his role of lead- 
er, will prevail against this union, not 
even under the cloak of the transfor- 
mation of the Monroe Doctrine in favor 
of intervention, when in reality the 
former has been and continues to be 
the bulwark of our liberty and a guar- 
antee of our capacity to develop the 
characteristics of our culture.” 

After remarking that criticism of 
Pan-Americansm could only help it by 
subjecting it to a “cleansing process,” 
President Leguia added: 

“Your visit, Mr. President, is an act 
of good will which will result in incal- 
culable consequences for the future of 
Pan-American union. What we most 
value about your visit is. that it brings 
us, not a business man desirous of 
making lucrative investments, but the 
highest representative of the world’s 
greatest democracy at almost the time 
of the solemn occasion in which, by 
the will of your fellow countrymen, you 
are about to scale heights of power 
unparalleled or unequaled in world’s 
history.” 

The president told Mr. Hoover that 
he constituted the completion of Mon- 
roe’s purpose, 

“Monroe,” he said, “proclaimed the 
personality of America in the midst of 
liberty, and you, through your visit, 
are going to warrant it in the midst of 
economic expansion.”

The field marshal was addressing a 
peace conference held in connection 
with the League of Nations Union and 
presided over by Viscount Cecil. 

Sir William said the United States 

might be fully entitled to take her 
own course without care or thought 
for the interests and opinions of other 
states, but it was disquieting to reflect 
that she could not attach much im- 
portance to the League of Nations or 
to the Kellogg pact or she would not 
be so anxious about her navy.

Voicing again his plea for govern- 
mental economy, President Coolidge 
submitted to Congress yesterday a bud- 
get for the fiscal year 1930 calling for

976,182 surplus, which he declared of- 
fered no immediate prospect of further 
tax reduction. 

The estimated surplus, which would 
be available June 30, 1930, is based 
upon @xpected revenue totaling $3,841,- 
295,829. Describing the surplus as 
small, the President said it was never- 
theless ¢‘satisfactory as it points to a 
balanced budget.” 

* .Mr. Coolidge warned Congress that 


“it is clear that we can not assume any | 
great additional expenditures without | 
outlook.” | 
“We are committed irrevocably to a, 


_Jeopardizing this favorable 


balanced budget,” he said, “and that 
carries the assurance that the only re- 
vision of our tax laws which will be 
considered is a revision downward.

have no thought of curtailing in any 
way the benefits which have gone to 
the people by the four reductions al- 
ready made in taxes.” 


1928 Outlook Not Bright, 


Giving an account also of the pro- | 


gram of fiscal affairs for the current 
year, the President said the outlook for 
1929 ¢‘is not so bright.” Referring to 
budget estimates that predicted a sur- 
Plus of $252,540,282 at the close of this 
fiscal year next June 30, Mr. Coolidge 
observed that “this forecast has been 
materially changed.” He recalled that 
the “best estimate” at the beginning of 
the year envisaged a $94,000,000 deficit 
and now with the year nearing the 
half-way mark he declared it “most 
gratifying” that a surplus of $36,990,- 
192 is in prospect. The President did 
not détail the factors which had re- 
vised the outlook. 

The total appropriations recom- 
mended by the President to pay for 
governmental operations during the 
year begining July 1 exceed those in 
“last year’s budget by $223,762,616. The 
largest outlay is for national defense 
—$648,511,300. For the army and navy, 
excluding non-military items, the total 
is compared with $645,000,000 carried 
in this year’s budget and an estimated 
expenditure for the current year of 
$672,844,288. The estimated expendi- 
tures for national defense next year, 
the President said, would total $68.277,- 
712 for 1930.

THE WAR DEBTS. 
=. In his budget message President Cool- 
idge calls attention to the fact that the 


«United States holds 400 gold bonds of 
“e’the French government, of the face 
value of $1,000,000 each, which will be- 
come due on August 1 next. The bonds 
represent the value of supplies sold‘ to 
France in 1919. This item of $400,000,- 
000 was merged with the total debt 
owed by France and included in the 
Mellon-Berenger agreement, which has 
not been ratified by the French govern- 
ment. If the agreement should not be 
ratified by next August the United 
States will expect payment of the bonds. 

Probably the prospect of being com- 
pelled. to pay out $400,000,000 with the 
alternative of undertaking to begin pay- 
ments on the entire debt under the Mel- 
lon-Berenger agreement, is spurring the 
French government in its efforts to 
reach an understanding with Germany 
on the question of reparations. What 
France desires is to obtain an out-and- 
out agreement with Germany which will 
bring in cash enough to pay liberally for 
war damages and extinguish the debt 
to the United States; but it wants this 
agreement first, and in order to obtain 
as large a sum as possible for war dam- 
ages it wishes to reduce the debt to the 
United States if it can not be canceled 
entirely. 

It is expected that experts will soon 
tackle the reparation problem, hoping to 
present a plan that can be accepted by 
Germany, France and the other intere 
ested governments. The United States 
is not directly concerning itself with the 
reparation question, but of course it 
must be consulted on the question of the 
debts owed by France and the other 
debtors. That is, no agreement made 
between the late allies and Germany can 
affect the obligations of the former to 
the United States, without the consent 
of Washington. The United States au- 
thorities have repeatedly stated that 
there is no connection between Ger- 
many’s reparation obligations and the 
debts owed to this country by the late 
allies. The United States is not willing 
to substitute Germany for the allies. 
What they may collect from Germany 
does not concern the United States, and 
what they owe to this country does not 
concern Germany. 

The probability is that a scheme will 
be concocted whereby Germany will be 
generously treated in the matter of repa- 
vations on condition that the United 
States will be equally generous in scaling 
down the debts owed by France and the 
other allies. A determined effort to in- 
duce the United States to scale down the 
debts is to be expected, in which France 
will be ably supported by international 
bankers, including Americans, who will 
urge a compromise for the ostensible 
purpose of stabilizing Europe and wiping 
out old scores, but actually for the pur- 
pose of making great profits by floating 
new loans to Europe, including a loan to 
Germany with which to pay the repara- 
tion bill. 

The plans now on foot in Paris and 
Berlin, in short, are to be based upon an 
attempt to borrow more money from 
Americans. If the United States will 
not cancel the debts entirely, then part 
of the money borrowed here is to be 
paid to the United States in discounting 
the debts at the lowest possible figure. 
Some French experts believe the United 
States might be induced to take as little 
as $750,000,000 cash in full settlement 
of the $4,000,000,000 owed by France. 
Probably this proposal will not be put 
» up to the United States during Mr. Cool- 
* idge’s term, although the foreign experts 

are fast workers. If they should perfect 

plans and have, them accepted by. the 
_ {| governments concerned, it might be that 
_ + Mr. Coolidge would be the recipient of 
__ = ithe preliminary overtures looking to can- 
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cellation or reduction of the debts. He 
is not in the mood to become a party to 
such a transaction, which in its essence 
is a scheme to swindle American tax- 
payers. President-elect Hoover’s atti- 
tude toward the debts, as a member of 
the World War Debt Commission, did 
not give any indication that he would 
ever favor cancellation or radical dis- 
counting of the debts. There is no rea- 
son to presume that he has changed his 
opinions. 


THE DISTRICT BUDGET. 
The District budget for the fiscal year 1930 
was transmitted to Congress yesterday. It 
provides for a total of $39,935,622, as com- 


pared with the appropriation of $40,357,308 
for the current fiscal year. The decrease in 
the budget, however, amounts to a total of 
$993,715 when the deficiency item made neces- 
sary by the Welsh salary increase measure is 
added to the 1929 appropriation. 

The 1930 budget may be described as a 
maintenance measure. It will enable the Dis- 
trict government to function for another year, 
but it takes no account of the fact that many 
of the city’s important agencies must be given 
funds with which to expand if they are not to 
wither and die. The 1930 budget stands as 
an excellent example of what pruning and par- 
ing can accomplish, but under no circumstance 
ean it be regarded as meeting the financial 
needs of the Nation’s Capital. 

Yet the budget, under existing practice, 
could hardly have been larger. It is predi- 
cated upon continuance of the existing tax 
rate, $1.70 per $100 of assessed valuation, to- 
gether with a $9,000,000 lump sum to be con- 
tributed from the Federal Treasury. The 
$1.70 tax rate is high. There is general agree- 
ment that it could be raised no higher with- 
out becoming an unjust drain upon the tax- 
payers. Nor is there any assurance that Con- 
gress is ready to reconsider the inequitable 
and unfair lump sum method of making ap- 
propriations. If no greater-income can be 
had through taxation, and if no larger contri- 
bution is to be expected from the Government, 
a $39,935,000 budget represents liberal 
treatment from the Budget Bureau as could 
have been expected. 

Provision is made for erection of a new po- 
lice precinct station and for an increase of 15 
privates in the police department. The budget 
also allows-funds for the erection of a new

The budget is as meager as it could have 
been drafted without actually crippling the 
local government, Nevertheless, it is 
$10,000,000 greater than the pudget of only 
five years ago. What is to happen next year, 
and every year thereafter, if Congress persists 
in contributing only a niggardly $9,000,000 as 
its “equitable” share of. the cost of maintain- 
ing the National Capital? 
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KING GEORGE'S ILLNESS. 

The British commercial world is not opti- 
mistic to the recovery of King George. 
London insurance offices report that rates on 
insurance against business losses in event of 
the king’s death have soared to 90 per cent, 
and that no more such protection can be had. 
When King Edward VII died in 1910 insurance 
was obtainable until the very afternoon of 
his demise, and the rates ranged between 60 
and 65 per cent. 

The effect on the commercial world in the 
event of King George’s death would be very 
injurious.. When the last English monarch 
passed away the country declared a mourning 
period for six months. A similar period of 
official mourning would be ordered in the 
event of King George’s death. The period 
would be observed throughout the British Em- 
pire. British merchants will incur serious 
losses unless the condition of the king shows 
an immediate improvement. The illness has 
come in the midst of the Christmas shopping 
season, When stores are stocked heavily with 
holiday merchandise. Already there has been 
a decided slump in buying. These conditions 
will, of course, be aggravated if his majesty’s 
illness should be protracted or if he should 
succumsh, 

The situation emphasizes the important posi- 
tion which the monarch occupies in English 
affairs. He is constantly referred to as a mere 
symbol of unity between the many units of 
the British Empire. But King George is much 
more than this, as the appointment of a coun- 
cil indicates. The whole civilized world is 
apprised of the king’s illness, and is wishing 
for his recovery. 
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REPORTS ON THE MERGER. 


The Bureau of Efficiency merger report on 
the proposed street.railway merger is decidedly 
a promerger document. Opponents of the Wil- 
son plan find in it some solace, but generally 
it may be characterized as furthering the 
project, so far as the influence of the Bureau 
of Efficiency extends. The report has no fault 
to find with the $50,000,000 rate base figure 
and sees no reason why it should lead to an in- 
crease in fares. It suggests three modifications 
of the unification agreement, however, the first 
in regard to continuity of depreciation account- 
ing, the second in regard to the power con- 
tract of the new company, and the third in 
regard to the capitalization of the new com- 
pany. 

Two paragraphs stand out in the document. 
In connection with the general problem, it says 
“the declining tendency of the business of the 
street railways, as shown by the number of 
passengers carried annually, should not ‘be 
overlooked. To the students of the problem 
in the Bureau of Efficiency this decline is an 
indication that, in the future, a valuation may 
not be so much a factor in the determination 
of fares and charges as lias been the case in the 


past ten years. _It may be that a time is ap- 


proaching when these street railways will have 
to consider, in determining their fares and 
charges, not ‘what the traffic will bear,’ but 
what will so increase business as to enable 
them to continue in profitable operation.” 

In other words, street railways no longer 
enjoy pure monopolies. They face the compe- 
tition of family flivvers and individual legs. 
They must cater to the public, making their 
services and prices attractive just as must any 
purveyor of goods or services. 

The document says further that ‘“‘the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission has adopted a 
method of valuation which results in a lower 
value than that arrived at by application of 
the current reproduction-cost doctrine. The 
proposed rate base is limited to a period of 10 
years, and there is nothing in the document 
to prevent the Public Utilities Commission 
from starting a valuation in time to have it 
completed at the expiration of the 10-year 
period. Therefore, if at some future time the 
United States Supreme Court approves the 
method used by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, the local transportation properties 
may properly be revalued in accordance with 
the decision of the court.’’ 

This morning the merger subcommittee of 
the Senate District committee will meet to 
consider the report and to examine another 
report prepared in its behalf by Dr. Milo R. 
Maltbie, an expert In public utilities. The con- 
tent of Dr. Maltbie’s report has not yet been 
disclosed. As he ts the agent of the Senate 
committee, his opinion, doubtless, will carry 
great weight. 


DEMOCRATIC RECONSTRUCTION, 


The Democratic party will hold a conference 
soon after the Christmas holidays to discuss 
organization plans and a program for the 
coming four years. The call has been issued 
by National Chairman John J. Raskob and It 
is expected that Gov. Smith, leaders in the 
Senate and House and national committeemen 
will attend. The question at issue will really 
be the survival of the Democratic party. 

Following his defeat Gov. Smith issued a 
remarkable call to Democrats throughout the 
Nation to rally to the support of the party. 
His optimism was encouraging to Democrats, 
but they do not deceive themselves as to the 
staggering task that confronts them. 

One of the leaders of the anti-Smith Demo 
crats in Virginia has issued a postelection 
statement commending the movement which 
led to the defeat of Gov. Smith in that State, 
and advising the faction of the party which 
bolted him to remain independent. Ile be 
lieves that if this group remains aloof from 
the old organization it will be able largely to 
control the character of men put forward by 
both parties. If the group returns it will, he 
thinks, become ‘“‘a negligible factor in party 
councils.”

There has been widespread speculation 
to whether or not the last defeat would mark 
the disintegration of the Democratic party.

There is 
little on the part of Democratic 
leaders in Congress to discipline the bolting

disposition 


to administer strong disciplinary measures. If 


the party leaders can reach an agreement to 
forget past dissension and its causes and. can 
hit upon a program for the coming four years 
that will unite all the old factions, they will 
be miracle workers. But miracles are not un- 
common in politics. 

TESTS OVER INHABITED AREAS. 

In April, 1927, Lieut. Stephen A. McClellan 
the Air 
Station for a manufacturer who was seeking 
to sell it to the Navy. At an altitude of 6,000 
feet he sent it into a vertical dive with its 
engine roaring at full speed, and at the bottom 
he attempted to pull it out into a zoom, The 
wings collapsed. Lieut. McClellan saved him- 
self with a parachute and the ship plunged 
into the Potomac immediately off Hains Point. 

On Monday afternoon James Collins, test 
pilot for the Curtiss Co., was testing from the 
Naval Air Station a fighting ship designed for 
the Navy. At an altitude of 10,000 feet he 
sent it into a vertical dive with the motor full 
on and at the bottom he tried to pull it out 
into a zoom. At 5,000 feet the wings on the 
ship crumpled. Collins saved himself with his 
parachute. The wings of the plane fell on the 
bank of the Anacostia River about 200 yards 
below the bridge and the body of the plane 
continued at projectile speed to crash into a 
cornfield between Bolling Field and Howard 
road, about three-quarters of a mile away. The 
field in which the body of the plane fell is 
surrounded with houses and stores. 

It was fortunate in both accidents that lives 
were not lost. The plane that fell off Hains 
Point might just as easily have crashed upon 
the golf course or the crowded driveway. The 
ship that crashed this week might have fallen 
upon an Anacostia home. 

Planes must be tested in actual flight, and 
they must be put through maneuvers that they 
never would be called. upon to perform in 
every-day flight. In the case of planes of new 
design the safety of hundreds of future pilots 
depends upon exhaustive tests. Test flying, for 
this reason, is the most dangerous kind of 
flying imaginable. At any minute a flaw or 
defect in design or material may develop and 
the plane become unmanageable. 

No plane ever should be tested in proximity 
to inhabited areas. Two test flight accidents 
within a year and a half, either of which might 
have caused numerous deaths and costly fires, 
should be sufficient warning to the authorities 
against the testing of airplanes over inhabited 
areas.

CARROLL OF CARROLLTON. 

According to one of our most 
cherished legends, says the Pathfinder, 
Charles Carroll added “of Carrollton” 
to his signature on the Declaration of 
Independence so that King George III 
would have no difficulty in determin- 
ing which Charles Carroll he was. It 
is said that after Carroll had stepped 
up and signed the document one of his 
colleagues jestingly reminded him that 
there were others of the same name in 
Maryland and that therefore he was 
taking no risk in signing, whereupon 
he wrote “of Carrollton” after his name. 
The legend is without historical basis. 


In 1765 Carroll returned from Europe, 
where he had been educated, and took 
possession of Carrollton, a large fam-

Treasury Secretary.

FARM PRICES ARE BETTER 


(Associated Press.) 

Bandying about sums running into 
the billions, Secretary Mellon has found 
that business, which reached a low 
point in November and December, 1927, 
finished the fiscal year ended June 
30, only 3 per cent below that of the 
previous twelve months. 

In his annual report the financial 
chief of the administration crams into 
a 9l-page pamphlet a formidable array 


of figures showing the intricate fiscal 
Operations of the Government and 
dealing in detail with agriculture, cus- 
toms affairs, taxes, business conditions, 
pean and a great many other 
hings and with scarcely a note of pes- 
Simism for the future. 

Agriculture, as a whole, he says, made 

substantial gains. Automobile produc- 
tion experienced a major turn for the 
better during the year. Export trade 
was but slightly under the previous 
year and imports had but a small de- 
cline. As to liquor, he says only about 
5,000,000 gallons was identified in 
foreign ports as presumably destined 
for the United States, against 14,000,- 
000 gallons the previous year. 
‘ Incidentally the Secretary says that 
diversion of legal liquor, including in- 
dustrial alcohol, is no longer the major 
problem of domestc law enforcement, 
but that illicit manufacture from 
Sugars and grain is the principal 
source of supply of the domestic mar- 
ket. The prevention of drug smuggling 
he believes to have been improved. 


He Says. 


At the opening of the fiscal year, 
the Secretary says, the volume of busi- 
ness was nearly on a par with the year 
previous, but soon fell off, reaching its 
minimum in the last two months of 
1927. In January recovery took place 
and the monthly volume thereafter 
Was sustained about equal to the same 
months of the previous year. 

“There was an increase both in prices 
and in total cash returns for the crops 
and products of the year 1927-28 as 
compared with those of the year 1926- 
27, this increase representing the net 
result of gains in some products and 
losses in others,” he says of agriculture. 

As to automobiles he says monthly 
figures indicate that a general decline 
which began in November, 1925, reached 
its lowest point in November and De- 
cember, 1927, and that the year ended 
with June-July production nearly $05 
per cent above the production of the 
Same months of 1927. The total for 
the year, however, was 12 per cent be- 
low that of the previous year. 

Export trade, the Secretary says, 
reached a total value of $4,877,000, a de- 
crease of 1.8 per cent over the previous 
year, while imports aggregated $4,146,- 
000,000, a decrease of 2.5 per cent es 
compared to 1927.

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Ridiculous, Judge Mattingly 


Holds, While Hitt Finds It 


Odd—Low Wages Should Have Been Condemned 
by the Jurist, Says Dr. Ryan. 


“The most ridiculous decision that 
ever emanated from mortal man!” 


With these words Judge Robert BE. 
Mattingly, of the Municipal Court of 
the District of Columbia, frowned upon 
the sentence handed down by a Cleve- 
land, Ohio, judge denying a divorce to 
& couple and enjoining them to prac- 
tice birth control for three years. 

Judge Mattingly was joined by 
Catholic clergymen and several other 
judges of local courts in his censure 
of Common Pleas Judge Harrison W. 
Ewing in pronouncing the “birth con- 
trol decision” upon Mr. and Mrs. Otto 
Kourim, of Cleveland. 

A number of judges and justices, 
however, refused to comment, saying 
that it would not be proper to criticize 
another judge’s decision. 

“The couple would not be in con- 
tempt of court if they violated the 
order nor would any upper court Sus- 
tain the ruling,” Judge Mattingly sald. 
“There is no law under the Constitu- 
tion that can enforce a decree render- 
ing it impossible for man to follow out 
the Biblical injunction to “go forth and 
multiply,” he said, 

Judge Kathryn Sellers, of the Juve- 
nile Court, was reluctant to pass judg- 
ment upon the decision of the Ohio 
judge. She admitted though, that she 
would not have rendered such a de- 
cision had she been sitting in the dl- 
vorce case. 

Judge Isaac R. Hitt, of Police Court, 
said that without ail the facts in the 
case it would be hard to expres an 
opinion, but described the decision as 


“very odd.” Judge Ewing was evidently 
governed in his decision by some State 
law, he said. 

Chief Justice Walter I. McCoy, of 
the Supreme Court, and Justice Jen- 
nings Bailey, excused themselves from 
giving any opinion. 

The Rev. John A. Ryan, director of 
social action devartment of the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference and pro- 
fessor of moral theology and industrial 
ethics at the Catholic University, asked 
why the Cleveland judge didn’t de- 
nounce the economic system of the 
country rather than favoring the “in- 
human doctrine” of birth controle 

“This Cleveland case once more 
brings home the socially destructive 
nature of the teachings of birth con- 
trol,” ‘Dr. Ryan began. “There is no 
condemnation by this judge of our eco- 
nomic system which denies this couple 
& living wage. According to the judge's 
view, there is nothing wrong in a fimily 
of five being forced to subsist on $24 a 
week. It does not occur to him to de- 
nounce those economic practices which, 
in this land of plenty, deprive the 
worker of the means of living a normal 
human life. In effect, he asserts that 
underpaid laborers have no right to 
normal human lives. This inhuman 
doctrine will be very satisfactory to all 
exploiters of labor and masters of in- 
dustry who deny the ethical principle 
of just wages. It shows that those who 
urge birth control upon the laboring 
classes are necessarily the defenders of 
economic injustice and the retainers of 
plutocracy,” he said.

Cleveland Police Round Up 
23 in Hotel; All Allied 
With ‘Al’ Capone. 


BOOTLEG REPRISAL SEEN 


Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 5 (A.P.).—A 
threatened recurrence of gang war- 
fare over the corn sugar trade among 
local bootleggers which already has 
been held responsible for at least fif- 
teen slayings, is believed by police and 
Federal investigators to have lured to 
Cleveland 27 gangsters, who were ar- 
rested here today. 

Information obtained by the police 
is that all of the men are associated 
either closely or remotely with “Scar- 
face’ Al Capone, the Chicago gang 
chieftain. 

Twenty-three of the gangsters were 
surprised by a detail of detectives 
when their rooms itn a high-class 
downtown hote) were raided early to- 
day. All but a few were armed. 

A squad under Detective Capt. Em- 
met J. Potts late today arrested four 
more men allied with the gang. They 
were taken at the headquarters of aon 
outfit that has been handling corn 
sugar for bootleg consumption. 

More than a year ago Joe and John 
Lonardo, “corn sugar barons,” who had 
created a monopoly on the trade of 
Cleveland bootleggers, were shot to 
death on the street. They had built 
up a big business and after their 
deaths the trade was inherited by their 
associates. But in recent months po- 
lice have been informed, a new gang 
came to Cleveland and steadily has 
been usurping the business. 

The Lonardos were known to have 
been friendly with Capone and a man 
who served as. bodyguard for the 
brothers had previously been identified 
by the police as a member of the Chi- 
cago chieftain’s gang. 

Safety Director Edwin D. Barry, De- 
tective Capt. Potts and Deputy Pro- 
hibition Adm{fnistrator G. J. Simons 
questioned the prisoners. They got no 
information but expressed belief that 
the men came here either for reprisals 
on the gang that has been stealing the

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PATON HIBBEN DIES, 
PNEUMONIA VICTIM 


Writer, Soldier and Diplomat 
Expires at St. Vincent’s 
Hospital, New York. 
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WAS RADICAL IN VIEWS 


New York, Dec. 5 (A.P.).-—Capt. Pax- 
ton Hibben, journalist and soldier, of 
Indianapolis, Ind., died of pneumonia 
tonight at St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

His death came on his forty-eighth 
birthday. He was the author of a bi- 
ography of Henry Ward Beechef? and 
when he was taken ill before Thanks- 
giving was working on a biography of 
William Jennings Bryan. 

Capt. Hibben was born in Indian- 
apolis. He was graduated in 1903 from 
Princeton University and took post- 
graduate work at Harvard University. 
He was admitted to the bar, but never 
practiced. 

He began his diplomatic career as a 
secretary in the American Embassy at 
Petrograd. Later he served in diplo- 
matic capacities in Mexico City, Bogota, 
Colombia, The Hague and Santiago, 
Chile. He retired from the diplomatic 
field in 1912, 

When the World War broke out he 
went abroad as a wer correspondent, 
first for “ollier’s Weekly and later for 
the Assc \ ted Press. 

When tne United States entered the 
war, he was commissioned as leuten- 
ant of Field Artillery and later pro- 
moted to captain. After the Armistice 
he went with a military mission to 
Armenia, and later served with the 
Near East Relief Mission. At the same 
time, he acted as correspondent for 
the Chicago Tribune and for Leslie's 
weekly. 

After his return to this country he 
came into conflict with his Army s6u- 
periors, and was called before a board 
of Army officers in 1924, ostensibly for 
testing his fitness for promotion. Capt. 
Hibben declared in reality, he Was 
called to account for his radical views, 
particularly his stand in favor of rec- 
ognition of soviet Russia, 

The board was dissolved. Capt. Hib- 
ben retained his commission, but he 
was not promoted. ‘The question of 
his fitness to hold this commission was 
raised again last year when he joined 
a parade of Sacco-Vanzett! sympathiz- 
ers in Boston. He was a member of 
the Authors League if America and 
a fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Societies.

Hockey Head Sustains 


Trading Ban on Holdout 


New York, Dec. 5 (A.P.).—The inner 
circles of the National Hockey League 
were stirred today by a “fight for a 
principle.” It lasted more than three 
hours and ended with President Frank 
Caider, of Montreal, sweepingly victo- 
rious over the New York Americans on 
the big question of their right to the 
goai-keeping services of Roy Worters. 

In fact, so thoroughly was the presi- 
dent's hand upheld in a special session 
which paid him the unexpected trib- 
ute of extending his term of office 
from one to five years that he appear- 
ed disposed to be generous toward the 
losers, 

“The principle that players under 
suspension are not to be traded has 
now been upheld,” said President Cal- 
der, “and I do not expect to be too hard 
on anybody.” 

He would not say definitely whether 
Worters, the star Pittsburgh goalie 
who drew a suspension for holding out 
for a big salary boost and while under 
the ban was purchased by the Ameri- 
cans, would be permitted to play for 
the New York Club. 


Dundee Loses Leaal Fight 
To Collect $10,000 Purse 


Chicago, Dec. 5 (A.P.).—Joe Dundee, 
of Baltimore, Md., world’s welterweight 
Champion, today lost a year-old fight 
to collect $10,000 for boxing Pinkie 
Mitchel! in Milwaukee, August 11, 1927. 

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals affirmed the findings of Fed- 
eral Judge Ferdinand A. Geiger, of Mil- 
waukee, who dismissed the sult which 
Dundee filed in the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Milwaukee. 

Dundee was guaranteed $10,000 for 
meeting Mitchell, but he and the chal- 
lenger were tossed out of the ring by 
the referee on the grounds that neither 
was trying. Max Waxman, Dundee’s 
manager, sued the Wisconsin Boxing 
Club, promoter of the contest, when it 
refused to pay the guarantee. 

Judge Evan <A. Evans wrote an 
opinion dissenting from that of the 
majority, Judges George T. Page and A. 
B. Anderson. Judge Evans held. that 
there was cause for action in the al- 
legations in the bill that Victor Man- 
hart, secretary of the organization stag- 
ing the fight and also a member of 
the State Boxing Commission, hed 
“wrongfully influenced and induced the 
referee to call off the bout.”

An appropriation of $8,750,000 for a 
new Federal archives building in which 
to store valuable and historic Govern- 
ment documents is carried in the 
Treasury Department-Postoffice appro- 
priation bill introduced in the House 
yesterday. 

The bill, first of the eleven appro- 
priation bills to run the Government, 
provides $815,989,325 for the Postoffice 
Department for the fiscal year of 1930 
and $303,423,434 for the Treasury De- 
partment, or a total of $1,096,429,583. 


This is an increase of $20,245,806 over 
the 1929 appropriation. 

Construction of an archives building 
was authorized in the $50,000,000 Fed- 
eral building program adopted in the 
Sixty-ninth Congress, but the esti- 
mated cost was placed at $6,900,000, or 
$1,850,000 less than is recommended in 
the appropriation bill introducéd yes- 
terday. 

The increase was made necessary. by 
the decision to erect a large building 
and on a new and more expensive site 
—the block bounded by Ninth and 
Tenth streets and C street and Louts- 
lana avenue northwest. 

The bill appropriates $5,000,000 for 
the further acquisition of property in 
the Pennsylvania avenue-Mall triangle, 
within which are to be erected the 
great array of public buildings. When 
this is appropriated; a total of $14,680,- 
000 will have been appropriated of the 
$25,000,000 authorized last year for the 
purchase of the triangle property. 

It is now believed that the property 

will be obtained for less than the 
amount authorized. 
The bill also authorized continuance 
of the public buildings on which work 
has started, namely, the administration 
building of the Department of Agri- 
culture, which will cost $2,000,000; the 
extensible building for that depart- 
ment, $5,750,000; the Department of 
Commerce Building, 817,500,000: the 
Internal Revenue Building, $10,000,000, 
and the addition to the Government 
Printing Office, $1,250,000. 


Holmes’ Chauffeur 


Freed of Charge 


Was Arrested for Parking 
When He Stopped to 
Let Justice Out. 


A charge of improper parking against 
the chauffeur of Justice Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes. of the United States Su- 
preme Court, was dismissed by Judge 
John P. McMahon tn Traffic Court 
yesterday with the comment: 

“It’s a funny thing that a man can’t 
park his car in front of his own home 
long enough to get in it without be- 
ing arrested.” 

Policeman Robert J. Allen, of the 
Third Precinct, who gave the parking 
ticket to Charles Buck, chauffeur for 
the jurist, testified the automobile 
was parked in front of Justice Holmes’ 
residence at 1720 I street northwest, 
in violation of a sign which read “No 
Parking to Alley.” Allen declared Jus- 
tice Holmes had the sign placed in 
front of his home and the car was 
between the sign and the alley. As he 
was giving Buck the ticket, Allen de- 
clared, Justice Holmes emerged from 
his residence and termed the arrest 
an “‘outrage.” Testimony disclosed that 
the car had been parked in front of 
the house only long enough to permit 
the jurist to emerge from his home 
and enter the car.

Their activities as ghost slayers 
yesterday took two Bladensburg boys 
to Prince Georges County Police 
Court at Hyattsville, where they were 
arraigned before Judge J. Chew 
Sheriff, on charges of malicious de- 
struction of public property. 

The boys, Harry Anderson, 13 years 
old, and his brother, Philip Ander- 
son, 15, were charged with having 
broken window panes in a building

They were arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff A. W. Hepburn on a warrant 
sworn out by Superintendent of 
Schools Nicholas Orem.

71 Accept Awards 
In Court Site Case 


Eight Property Owners De- 
mand Jury to Hear Argu- 


ments for More Cash. 
Seventy-one owners of property in 


two squares of land adjacent to the 
Capitol yesterday announced their wilil- 
ingness to Justice Jennings Bailey in 
the District Supreme Court of accept- 
ing awards made by a commission 
which condemned the land for a site of 
the new United States Supreme Court 
building. 

The Women’s Party, which owns the 
corner at First and A streets northeast, 
where the site of the old Capitol and a 
Civil War prison is located, accepted 
the commission’s award of $299,200 
after a heated fight to have the prop- 
erty valued at $1,000,000. The party 
pointed out that the property pas 
worth more than the award because of 
its historical value and its advanta- 
geous location to the Capitol. 

Bight owners rejected the award of 
the commission and requested a hear- 
ing of their cases by a jury of seven 
citizens. Two other owners were given 
additional time to announce their deci- 
sion on the awards. Justice Bailey con- 
firmed the award of the commission to 
the 71 property owners, and in the 
event President Coolidge agrees to the 
award the Treasury Department, it is 
expected, will begin distribution of ap- 
propriated money for the property. 
Congress appropriated $1,500,000 for ac- 
quirement of the court site, but the 
condemnation commission total awards 
1,768,000. The condemnation com- 
mission Was composed of Sewell A. 
Reeves, Charles Fiske and William 
Heitinger.

A new $275,000 barracks and mess 
hall for the men and officers at the 
Naval Air Station in Anacostia is 
among the building projects provided 
for in a $9,000,000 construction bill 
passed by the House yesterday.

Statlon at Norfolk, $600,000, and for 
an administration building at the

The gas valuation proc-:<:ngs before 
the Public Utilities Commission came

mission or dismiss its appeal from the

Announcement of the decision of the 
commission to halt proceedings unless 
the company dropped its peading court 
appeal from the old commissicn valua- 
tion decision was made at the outsct of 
the hearings, and followed a conference 
of an hour between commission mem- 
bers and William W. Bride, corpora- 


tion counsel, general counsel of the 
commission, and Robert E. Lynch, as- 
iSistant corporation counsel assigned by 
Bride to conduct the direct examination 
| of commission witnesses, 

John W, Childress, chairman of the 
commission, called the hearings to 
order. Byers McK. Bachman, chief ac- 
countant of the commission, who last 
week bombarded the company valua- 
‘tion claims with figures showing te 
|}actual cost of developing the gas busi- 
| hess, took the witness chair and pre- 
|pared to submit himself to grilling by 
gas company attorneys. 


Fieharty Motion Sustained. 


Childress then announced that the 
commission sustained Fleharty’s moth a 
)and there was something of a verba! 
explosion after » moment of surprised 
silence. 
| Both Swagar Sherley, head of coursc! 
|for the gas company, and George P 
‘Hoover, who was expected to cross-ex- 
amine the commission witnesses, were 
'wroth and did not mind showing they 
| were. They demanded to know 
igrounds on which the commission de- 
| cided the question, but Childress was 
not to be lured into such a discussion, 
}end opined that the announcement he 
‘had made of the deeision was sufficient. 

Sherley and Hoover then insisted 
that the commission announce its rul- 
‘ing on a motion they had made last 
|week to strike out the testimony given 
|by Bachman because it was based 
largely on a record of historical cost 
computed by Andrew Sangster in the 
previous valuation proceedings. 

It was this motion by the gas attor- 
neys, striking at the witness whom 
Fleharty expects to prove the backbone 
'of his case, that prompted Fleharty to 
'retaliate with his motion to suspend 
the hearings and force the company to 
choose one or the other of the two 
valuation proceedings it has begun. 


Company's Course In Doubt. 


Meanwhile Bachman calmly sat in 
the witness chair chewing a bit of 
gum and Childress and Brand remained 
obdurate in their determination to 
make no further announcement or dis- 
closure 

Fleharty apparently was affected by 
a flash of generosity upon having won 
his major point, and suggested that the 

commission and attorneys could have 
conferences later after the gas attor- 
| neys had had time to consult company 
officials and determine what is to be 
| their next move. 
Sherley asked if the commission in- 
| vited them to confer or submit briefs,

Pickets Scare Off Patrons 
but Runners Take Bets in 
Streets, Charge.

A few days ago Policeman W A. Law- 
son, of the Seventh Precinct, was 
signed to picket what he termed “a 
gambling joint with a cigar store blind” 
a* 1413 Wisconsin ivenue northwest.

from this country and Canada. 
Officials of the school repudiated the 


|documents and declared that Padmore 


was not enrolled as a student. 
described the incident, 
“student politics.” 

Sir Esme in his address did not refer 
to the attack. He stated that he was 
interested in the occasion as one tend- 
ing to promote between nations a 
better understending of each other's 
problems. He said that the man who 
has not had the opportunity to rub 
shoulders and exchange ideas with men 
and women of other nations has fore- 
gone the most important part of his 
education. 

He also expressed the belief that in- 
ternational student movements, grow- 
ing yearly, would soon have an im- 
portant influence on _ international 
politics. 

The ambassador, following the exer- 
cises, together with members of the 
International Club, deans of the va- 
rious schools, administrative officers 
and members of the several faculties, 
was the guest of the university at 
luncheon. 

Dr. Mordecai W. Johnson, university 
president, and Alain Leroy Locke, negro 
Rhodes scholar, spoke briefly on the 
significance of the international mind. 
Musical numbers were: furnished by 
Lester Dorsey, tenor, and the Howard 
University Glee Club, under direction 
of R. W. Tibbs. The purpose of the 
organization of the International Club 
was set forth by R. O. Murray, presi- 
dent. 

It is the first of its kind sponsored 
by negro students, and has as one of 
its objects the elimination of racial 
prejudices in international understand- 
ings and development of interracial 
good will. 

It will aim to sustain close contact 
with international organizations of the 
world, and expects to provide a fund 
with which to send delegates to world 
conferences. 

In the international house are quar- 
tered both native and foreign-born stu- 
dents. The house was made possible 
by subscriptions of friends, principally 
from New York, the funds having been 
raised by student members of the or- 
ganization. 

Howard University has 200 foreign 
students enrolled, 150 of whom are 
from British colonies and protectorates 
in Africa, Central America and South 
America.

DISTRICT SUBCOMMITTEE 
STUDIES REPORTS TODAY 


Question Is Held One of Most 
Important Ever to 
Affect Capital. 


Another case of experts disagreeing 
is expected to be revealed today when a 
subcommittee of the Senate District 
committee meets to consider the two 
reports received on the proposed street 
car merger for this city. 

The report of the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency, which made an exhaustive study 


of the merger question, was made pub- 
lic Tuesday. The report of Dr. Milo R. 
Maltbie, New York utilit'*- -~»ert, who 
has made an investiga*’-1 even more 
exhaustive, will be made public when 
the subcommittee gathers this morn- 
ing. 

That the reports will disagree is a 
certainty; the big question is, to what 
degree will they disagree? 


Committee to Face Dilemma. 


If there is a violent collision betweea 
the findings of the bureau and those 
of Dr. Maltbie, the Senate District coni- 
mittee will confront a real dilemma3, 
and a long-drawn-out controversy to 
determine who is right probably wiil 
follow. 

A difference of opinion, say, on the 
question of the $50,000,000 valuation 
asked by the traction companies would 
be certain to prolong the merger hear- 
ings and might conceivably wreck the 
project for the time being. 

On the other hand, if the experts 
disa ofily on details of the merger 

h, there should be no difficulty in 
reconciling their views. 

Another question being asked yester- 
day was, which report will carry the 
most weight with the committee—that 
of Maltbie or that of the Bureau? 
Maltbie was hired after the Senate Dis- 
trict committee had decided to have a 
study of the merger question during 
the recess and had obtained a $10,000 
appropriation to pay an expert. The 
oommittee asked the Bureau to make 
a separate investigation in the interests 
of thoroughness. 


All Data Sought By Capper. 


Senator Capper, of Kansas, chairman 
of the Senate District committee, or- 
dered both studies in order that he and 
his colleagues might. obtain every bit of 
available information and advice on the 
merger question. He believes that the 
project is one of the most important 
th> Senate District committee has ever 
hac to deal with, and he wants to 
make sure the committee is right before 
it acts. 

The general impression yesterday was 
that the report of the Bureau of Ef- 
fictency upholding, as it did, the §50,- 
000,000 valuation, was extremely favor- 
able to the traction officials and other 
merger advocates, and the belief was 
that they would agree to the modifica- 
tions in their merger agreement that 
were suggested by the Bureau. 

A closer examination of the bureau’s 
report yesterday showed that the ex- 
perts found that the North American 
Co., which would control the merger 
company, would be able to collect 
‘service charges” from that company. 


Vandenberg Likely to Speak Out. 


It is expected that Senator Vanden- 
berg (Republican), of Michigan, 4a 
member of the subcommittee, will have 
considerable to say about this at the 
meeting today. Vandenberg is strongly 
opposed to a holding company collect- 
ing ‘“superservice” charges from a sub- 
sidiary merely for giving it advice. 

Such a situation exists in his own 
State, where the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co., collects a superservice 
charge from the Michigan Telephone 
Co., and the State officials have been 
trying for years to stop the practice.
